Time for Decision 


A FTER MONTHS of deliberation and the study of 
J * a diversity of proposal*, the Greater Victoria 
Centennial Committee recommended to the four 
municipal council* concerned the construction of a 
sporta stadium as a joint project to mark the 100th 
anniversary of Canada* confederation. Then, at the 
first meeting of the intermunicipal committee, came 
rival suggestions f ram Victoria and Saanich for the 
site of the development, and indication that a stale¬ 
mate might ensue. 

Briefly, Victoria has offered what might be called 
the Topaz Avenue site of 25 acres, while Saanich 
suggests a 40-acre tract in the Bumside-Tillicum area. 

The one advantage of the Saanich site is in it* 

size. 

The recommendation* for the Victoria alternative 
are considerably more impressive. 

In the first place, agreement on the Victoria site 
—owned by the city—would allow an immediate start, 
whereas in Saanich if will be necessary to secure the 
approval of ratepayers for an estimated $400,000 
expenditure for land purchase, which, of course, 
cannot be guaranteed. 

The Inevitable delay in this case would very 
likely leave little more than five months in which to 
pi'epare a stadium for the first of the centennial 
events: the Royal Canadian Mounted Police musical 
ride, scheduled for September next year. 

But the most Impressive argument in favor of 
Victoria’s proposal Is in the area of finance. Mayor 
R. B. Wilson has pointed out that funds from the 
Thomas McPherson estate, a generous $600,000 of 
which are available for the centennial stadium, cannot 
be spent outside the city’s limits. The money would 
not be available for a Saanich project. 

So it boils down to this: a Saanich stadium would 
have to be built with thp basic $450,000 centennial 
grant, apportioned to the four Greater^Victoria 
municipalities, whereas Victoria would hat'b-the jftant 
plus the McPherson estate funds with which to 
operate. 

It is doubtful, indeed, whether the centennial 
grant would be adequate to’build even a small stadium 
in Saanich. The Victoria estimates include a 3,000- 
seat grandstand costing $600,000. But the whole 
stadium park concept would cost in the neighborhood 
of $1,137,650, according to Mayor Wilson’s figures. 

The Topaz site is attractive, distinguished by wide- 
spreading native oaks. Playing fields already exist 
there. The additional drainage and grading that 
would have to be done could be quickly completed. 

Access is easy, from Quadra and Rose Streets. 

The city would purchase some £ight acres of 
adjoining land to extend the present property to Fin- 
layson Street, contributing about $203,000 for this 
pui-poae. This would ensure space for later develop¬ 
ments, anticipating a second playing field and a 20,000- 
seat stadium in the future. 

On the basis of Mayor Wilson's plans it is esti¬ 
mated the coat would be some $80,000 in excess of 
funds immediately available. But included in the city 
estimates is a sum of $100,000 for contingencies; so it 
might very well happen that the whole job can he 
completed without asking a single additional dollar. 

Splendid as the Saanich land may be, and gen¬ 
erous as the municipality's offer is, the choice should 
not-.be difficult when the advantages of the city site 
to the Greater Victoria community are weighed. 

What is needed is a quick decision. It Is time to 
get on with the job.

The power of the United Nations,is once more on 
trial over the crisis in Kashmir. 

The Kashmir crisis, allowed to simmer for years, 
has erupted into what appears to be the beginning of a 
full India-Paklstan war that could spread and embroil 
all Asia if not halted promptly 

Britain, Canada and other* Commonwealth countries 
had hoped that both Prime Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri of India and President Mohammed Ayub Khan 
of Pakistan would heed family advice. 

Britain has been working behind the scenes to urge 
both leaders to cool : thelr national pride and move back 
from the brink of disaster. Attempts towards conciliation 
have failed.

The United Nations now is grappling with the issue 
and at the.moment there is no indication that U Thant, 
the aecretary-general, can'Wield more influence over the 
Asian antagonists than Britain or the Commonwealth. 

For the first time there appears In the issue the 
elements of a fatalistic gamble on the part of Pakistan. 
For years Ayub Khan has tried by various means to get 
India to agree to some final, acceptable solution to the 
Kashmir issue. 

There was some indication that the late Jawaharlal 
Nehru was edging towards negotiations. The Pakistan 
president may have believed that Nehru’s successor might 
be even more ready to get a final settlement. 

But Shastri has shown he has a backbone of Iron. 
Attempts by Kashmir guerrillas to Infiltrate the Indian 
side of the cease-fire line have been repulsed. There Is no 
doubt among many Western observers that this initial 
Infiltration attempt had the support of Pakistan, which 
in turn may feel It can turn to China for help if the Kash¬ 
mir flareup should turn Into full war. 

* * * 

Tndia now has moved a step further by invading and 
seizing strongholds on the Pakistani side of the cease¬ 
fire line, perhaps feeling that in the event of full war. 
New Delhi could count on help from Moscow. 

Pakistan says it won't allow India's ’agression" to 
go unchallenged. There appears to be no immediate solu¬ 
tion in sight. 

One hope among British authorities Is that Moscow 
and Peking will make their position* clear. Both India 
and Pakistan might be Jess eager for a full showdown 
If they were told they could expect no help from Soviet 
or Chinese quarters. There is some question, however, 
whether China will attempt tb discourage Pakistan. 
Indeed, China may want to encourage Pakistan to settle 
an old feud with India.

Peony Story Strange

_ I have written before on the strange 
history of the tomato-of ity wander* 
logs from Its native South America to 
North Africa and thence to Spain to 
France to England, and how it was 
once regarded as a poisonous plant and 
grown purely for its exotic and orna¬ 
mental effect in the garden under the 
Dame Love Apple, 


The harvesting of the s<'cds and 
roots was considered a hazardous busi¬ 
ness. One ancient herbal reports: "Of 
necessitie if must be gathered in the 
night; for if any‘man shall pluck off 
the seed pod in the day Jjme, heing 
seen of the Wood-pecker, he. is in 
danger to lose hia eieS." Another writer, 
Aelianthus of Greece, jays: "The 
Paeony is not plucked up without 
danger. He that first touched it, not 
knowing the danger thereof, perished. 
Therefore a string must be fastned to 
I It in the night and a hungry dog tied 
thereto, who being allured by the smell 
of rosted flesh set toward him, may 
, plucke it up by the moles."

Later, it was valued as an aphro¬ 
disiac-a love potion -and when a vil¬ 
lage maiden was faced with the problem 
of a bashful and unenterprising hoy 
friend, she would "put a tiger in his 
tank” by slipping him a mickey finn of 
tomato juice in his tankard of beer I 
The story qf the peony is no less 
strange than that of the tomato. Named 
in honor of Paeon, a physician of 
ancient Greece who first used the plant 
medicinally, it was helieved that the 
seeds light up in the dark: “They 
shineth like stars and glittereth with a 
fiery brightnesse.” 


My favorite writer on the ancient 
lorp of plants is John GerartlTa medical 
man who practised in London in the 
’16th century and maintained an exten¬ 
sive experimental garden for the test¬ 
ing of new plants. Writing in the year 
1595. Gerard says:/ 

"A purgation of Peionie Seeds Is 
good for Mad and Furious* men, for 
melancholic, dull and heavie persons, 
and briefly for alle Ihose that are 
troubled with the Blacke Oholer, and 
molested with Melancholia.” 


The Greeks seem a hit vague as to 
the actual medical virtues of the 
peony, which is rather surprising after 
all the difficulties they overcamp In, 
gathering the herb.. The early English 
herbalists, however, had it taped 
definitely as a psychiatric medicine - 
an anti-depressant -and used it in the

The power of the United Nations is once more on 
trial over the crisis in Kashmir. 

The Kashmir crisis, allowed to simmer for years, 
has erupted Into w'hat appears to be the beginning of a 
full IndJa-Pakletan war that could spread and embroil 
all Asia if not halted promptly. 

Britain, Canada and other Commonwealth countries 
had hoped that both Prime Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri of India and President Mohammed Ayub Khan 
of Pakistan would heed family advice. 

Britain has been working behind the scenes to urge 
both leaders To cool their national pride and move back 
from the brink of disaster. Attempts towards conciliation 
have failed.

The United Nations now is grappling with the issue 
and at the moment there is no indication that U Thant, 
the secretary-general, can wield more influence over the 
Asian antagonists than Britain or the Commonwealth. 

Fdr the first time there appears in the issue the 
elements of a fatalistic gamble on the part of Pakistan. 
For years Ayub Khan has tried by various means to get 
India to agree to some final, acceptable solution to the 
Kashmir issue. 

There was some indication that the late Jawaharlal 
Nehru was edging towards negotiations. The Pakistan 
president may have believed that Nehru's successor might 
be even more ready to get a final settlement. 

But Shastri has shown he has a backbone.of iron. 
Attempts by Kashmir guerrillas to infiltrate the Indian 
side of the cease fire line have been repulsed. There Is no 
doubt among many Western observers that “this initial 
Infiltration attempt had the support of Pakistan, which 
in turn may feel it can turn to China for help tf the Kash¬ 
mir flareup should turn into full war.

India now has moved a step further by invading and 
seizing strongholds on the Palri^ani side of the cease¬ 
fire line, perhaps feeling thafWT (he event of full war. 
New Delhi could count on help from Moscow. 

Pakistan says it won t allow India’s "agression'' to 
go unchallenged. There appear? to be no immediate solu¬ 
tion In sight. 

One hope among British authorities is that Moscow 
and Peking will make their positions clear. Berth India 
and Pakistan might be less eager for a lull showdown 
if they were told they could expect no help from Soviet 
or Chinese quarters. There is some question, however, 
whether China will attempt to discourage Pakistan. 
Indeed, China may want to encourage Pakistan to settle 
an old feud with India.
